Lake Leman—American appearance of tlie Genevese—steam- 
baat on ttie R hone—Gibbon and Rousseau—adventure oMtie 
lilie s—Genevese jewellers—resilience o f Voltaire—Byron’s 
nightcap— Voltaire’s walking-stick and stockings. 


T h e water o f Lake Leman looka very like other wa-> 
ter, though Byron and Shelly were nearly drowned in 
it ; and Copet, a little village on the Helvetian side, 
where vve left three women and took up one man, (the 
village ought to he very much obliged to iJs) is no Para­ 
dise, though Madame de Stael made it her residence.— 
'Phere are Paradises, how ever, with very short distances 
betw een, all the way down the northern shore ; and 
angels in them, if women arc angels— a specim en or 
tw'o o f the sex being visible with the aid o f the spy-glass, 
in nearly every balcony and belvidere, looking upon the 
water. 
The taste in country-houses seem s to be hero 
very much the same as in New England, and quite un­ 
like the half-palace, half-castle style common in Italy 
and trance. 
Indeed the dress, physiognomy and man­ 
ners o f old G eneva might make an American Genevese 
fancy him self at home on the Leman. 
There Ls that 
subdued decency,that grave respectableness, that black- 
coated, straight-haired, saint-like kind of look which is 
universal in the small towns o f our country, and which 
is as unlike France and Italy, as a play-house is unlike a 
inethodist chapel. 
You would know the people were 
Calvanists, whisking through the town merely in a dili­ 
gence. 
I lost sight o f the town o f IMorges, eating a tete-a-tete 
breakfast with rny friend in the cabin. 
Switzerland is 
the only place out o f America where one gets cream 
for his coftee. 
I cry M erges mercy on that plea. 
W e were at Lausano at eleven, having steamed forty 
miles in five hours. 
T his is not quite up to the thirty- 
miiers on the Hudson, o f which I see accounts in the 
papers, but vve had the advantage o f not being blown- 
up either going or coming, and o f looking for a contin­ 
uous minute on a given spot in the scenery. 
Then vve 
had an iron railing between us and that portion o f the 
passengers who prefer garlic to lavender-water, and w e 
achieved our breakfast without losing our tempers or 
com plexions in a scrariibl«. 
T he question o f superiori­ 
ty between Sw iss and Am erican steam ers, therefore, 
depends very much on the value you set on life, temper 
and time. 
For m e, as m y time is not measured in 
‘’diamond sparks,” and as my life and temper are the 
only gifts with which fortune has blessed m e, I prefer 
the Swiss. 
Gibbon lived 
at Lasanne, and wrote there the last 
chapter o f his History of H om e— a circumstance vvhicli 
he records with nn atfection. 
It is a spot o f no ordina­ 
ry beauty, and the public promenade, where w e sat 
and looked over to V'^evey and Chillon, and the Hocks 
of M cillerie, and talked o f Rousseau, and agreed that it 
w a s a scene f a i te p o u r u n e Julie, p o u r une C laire 
et p o u r u n S a in t P r e u x ,” is one o f the places where, 
it I wore to “ play statue,” I should like to grow to my 
seat, and compromise merely for eyesight. 
W e have 
one thing against Lausanne, how ever— it is up hill, and 
a mile from the water ; and if Gibbon walked often from 
Ouchet at noon, and “ larded the w ay” as I'reely as vve, 
I make myself certain he was not the fat man his bio*^- 
raphers have drawn him. 
° 
T here were som e other circumstances at Lauianne 
which interested u s — but 
which criticism has decided 
eaunot be obtruded upon the public. 
W e looked about 
fur “ Julie” and “ Claire,” spite of Rousseau’s “ ne les 
1/ cherchez p a s , ” and ^d\e a blind beggar a sous (all 
tie asked) fur a Itandiul of lilies-of-the 
valley, pitying 
liim ten times mure than if he had lost his eyes out o f 
Ciwitzerland. 
T o ho blind 
on 
Lake 
Lem an ! blind 
within sight ol Mont Blanc ! 
W e turned back to drop 
uiiolher sous into his hat, as w e reflected upon it. 
1 he return steamer from V evey (I was sorry not to 
go to V evey, for Rousseau’s sake, and as much for 
C ooper’s) took us up oil its way to G eneva, and w e 
had the advantage of seeing the same scenery in a dif­ 
ferent light. 
Irees, houses and mountains are so much 
liner seen a g a in st the sun, with the deep shadow s to- 
ward you ! 
bitting by the stern, w'as a fat and fair Frenchw oman, 
w ho, like m e, had bought lilies, and about as m a n y .-- 
W ith a very natural 
facility o f dramatic position, I 
imugined it had established a kind of sympathy between 
us, and proposed to m yself, som ewhere in the fair hours, 
to make it serve as an introduction, 
bhe went into the 
cabin after a w hile, to lunch on cutlets and beer, and 
returned to the deck without her lilies. 
Mine lay be­ 
side m e, within reach o f her four fingers ; and, as I was 
making up my mind to otier to replace her loss, she 
coolly took them up, and vvitliout even a French mo­ 
nosyllable, com menced throwing them overboard, stem 
by stem. 
It was very clear she had mistaken them for 
her own.

over the taflerel, the

band or lover, cam e up with a smile and a flourish, and 
reminded her that she had left her bouquet between the 
mustard and the beer-bottle.

e were sitting at the table d'hote, with about forty

lived just under tlie Jura, on a hill-sido, overlooking 
Geneva and the I.ike, with a landscape before him in 
the foreground, that a painter could not improve, and 
Mont Llauc and its neighbor mountains, the breaks to 
bis horizon.

at his feet, occupies the most conspicuous place over 
his chamber door. 
W ithin was his bed, the curtains 
nibbled quite bare by relic-galhering travellers— a por­ 
trait o f the Empress Catherine, embroidered by her 
own hand, and presented to Voltairo ; his own por- 
tiait and I rcderick the Great’s, and many o f the phil­ 
osophers, including Franklin. 
A little monument stands 
opposite the fire-place, with the inscription ” m on esprit 
est p a r to u t, et m on cœur est ici.” 
It is a snu<» lit'Ie 
dormitory, opening with one window to the west” and 
to those who admire tlie character o f the once illu-tri 
ous occupant, a place fur very tangible musing.

showed us afterward his walking-stick, a pair o f silk 
stockings he had half-worn, and a night-cap.
